Where U.S. and Russia joined forces 


. TORGAU, East Germany (NEA) — 
When President Reagan set about 
planning his trip to Germany, he and 

‘ conservative West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Kohl were trying not to 
offend Germans sensitive about. the 
40th anniversary of the Allied defeat 
of the Nazis. 

While Reagan’s plan to visit a cem- 
etery where members of the Nazi SS 
are buried was backfiring in the West, 
another’ commembration was taking 
place in this small Ea. German city 
on the Elbe River about 65 miles 
south of Berlin. 

It dramatized how differently the 
United States and the Soviet Union 


| view the nation they defeated 40 


years ago. 

The Torgau ceremonies, 
attracted hundreds of Americans and 
thousands of others, celebrated a 
brief period when many dreamed that 
one legacy of the horrors of World 
War II would be peace. This is where 
Americans and Russians linked in 
friendship in the final days of the 
fight against Germany. By most 
accounts, the Soviet and U.S. soldiers 
were delighted to see each other. 
Most must have hoped that their war- 
time alliance would continue for an 
era of lasting peace. 

The April 25 event at Torgau this 
year took place because a small

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group of Americans, many of them 
veterans, believed the world should 
hear the message of Torgau again. 

They were supported by the Soviet 
and East German governments that 
profess to believe VE Day was a day 
of liberation for the German people. 

Forty years ago it was chaotic as 
Americans and Russians met at the 
Elbe when they overran Germany, 
says John Gilman of Milwaukee who 
was in Torgau. 

Gilman recalls that shots rang out 
from both sides of the river. He says 
that Germans, anxious to surrender 
to the Americans instead of the 
Russians, tried to swim west aross 
the river. 

When his division met the Russians 
up-river from Torgau, Gilman says, 
the soldiers from both nations “just 


' had a fish dinner together.” 


In Torgau, members of the US. 
69th Infantry Division did more than 
break bread with the Russians. The 
story goes that together the troops 


-made a pledge. The pledge was the 


work of an American soldier named 
Joe Polowsky, who spoke Russian. 
After seeing a litte German girl dead 
on the river bank, a doll in one hand 
and her dead mother’s hand in the 
other, he was apparently moved to 
vow with the Russians that such 
things should never happen again. 

Some insist there actually was a 
pledge. Others say it is more intanbi- 
ble, and that Polowsky only wrote it 
down sometime later. 

But struggling to make the pledge a 
reality became Polowsky’s life work. 
He visited Torgau for other post-war 
observances. Before he died of cancer 
in 1983, he requested that he be bur- 
ied here. That final wish was granted. 
In Torgau last month Polowsky was 
mentioned often. During the speeches, 
his son, Ted, stood clasping a bouquet 
of daffodils. 

Torgau is a 1,000-year-old town 


' where Martin Luther’s wife is buried. 


Like most East German cities ‘in 
recent weeks, it was bedecked with 
posters hailing the deféat of “Hitler 
Fascism, ” and the 40th birthday of 


tne German Democratic Republic. 
Some posters proclaimed: “Thank you 
Soviet Union.” And a popular photo- 
graph showed a young Russian soldier 
hugging a small child. 

The East German government 
wanted people to come to Torgau. 
One report said there were more 
international reporters here than at 
any other event in the history of the 
G.D.R. These reporters were often 
kept at a distance from the partici- 
pants in the activities, particularly 
from Russian veterans. 

The government wanted the peeple 
of Torgau to show up as well. And 
they did. Thousands stood outside for 
hours on a day that. alternated 
between cold and rainy, and simply 
cold. 

They filled the square in front of 
the memorial marking the meeting 
place on the Elbe, many carrying 
posters and placards. Some called 
simply for peace, but others declared, 
“We support Gorbachev's peace 
proposals,” or “Long live Proletarian 
International — Out with the atomic 
missiles from Western Europe.” 

There is little way of knowing how 
many Torgau residents were at the 
ceremonies because they wanted to 
be and how many because they had to 
be. But many gave the impression of, 
if not being delighted, as least not 
minding very much. They applauded 
the speeches, including those by 
Americans. Later, many people visit- 
ed the Soviet cemetery and laid 
flowers, some from their own 
gardens, on the muddy graves of Rus- 
sian soldiers. 

The speeches at Torgau were large- 
ly official statements from Russians 
and East Germans, including a mes- 
sage of greeting from Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. The Reagan 
administration decided to boycott the 
event after a US. Army major, 
Arthur D. Nicholson Jr., was killed in 


March by a Soviet - in East 
Germany.

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10 years after 
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What the Vietnam War did to America 


' The war in Vietnam ended 10 years 
ago. By dawn on April 30, 1975, com- 
munist forces began moving into 
Saigon following the collapse of the 
U.S.-backed. government. It took the 
largest helicopter evacuation on 
record to remove more than 1,000 
Americans and nearly 6,000 Viet- 
namese. 


The Vietnam War defies descrip- 
tion. It was certainly America’s long- 
est war, lasting from 1945 to 1°75. or 
counting only the time American 
combat troops were involved, from 
1965 to 1973. 

It was the first war America lost, 
though because cf superior U‘S. fire- 
power and mobility it won virtually 
every battle. 

It was the first war brought into 
the family living room by television. 

For the soldiers, or grunts, who 
fought it, it was a war maddeningly 
without front lines, against an enemy 
who often wore civilian clothes, and it 
had no clear objective other than the 
“body count.” By those cold numbers, 
it cost the lives of 57,939 Americans, 
$150 billion in U.S. military spending 
and produced 4 million killed or 
wounded Vietnamese on both sides, a 
10th of the population of North and 
South Vietnam. 

It was also the most divisive con- 
flict for Americans since the Civil 
War and perhaps the most misunder- 
stood war in American history. 

‘The Vietnam. War was so frustrat- 
ing and baffling and stirred such 
embittered passion on al! sides in the 
United States, that with the signing of 
the Paris Peace Accords- and. the 
withdrawal of the last U.S. forces in 
1973, Americans went into a trance of 
collective amnesia. ~ 


Even before the final collapse of 
the Saigon government in 1975, 
Americans somehow resolved simply 
to forget Vietnam. Returning veter- 
ans were treated as pariahs. Unlike 
the fall of Nationalist China to Mao 
Tse-tung in 1949, there were no post- 


war recriminations, no blame for who . 


lost Vietnam. . 

But now, a decade later, Vietnam 
has quietly made the transition from 
controversial public issue to history, 
and gradually a better understanding 
of the war is emerging, based on new 
scholarship. It is now possible to see 
that the war was more complex, 
more morally ambiguous, than either 
the doves or hawks maintained. 

Indeed, Vietnam was a war nobody 
won. North Vietnam achieved a mili- 
tary triumph, of course. But in 
“liberating” South Vietnam the com- 
munists themselves have become at 
least as corrupt and repressive as the 
regime thev overthrew; they have 
impoverished both halves of the coun- 
try turough economic mismanage- 
ment and they have driven hundreds 
of thousands of their compatriots to 
flee by boat, an exodus unprecedented 
in Vietnam’s long tragic history of 
warfare. 

With the benefit of hindsight and 
the new scholarship, some facts about 
the war now emerge more clearly. 

Although most Americans were

ful decisions in 1965 to begin bombing 
North Vietnam and despatch U.S. 
troops to the south. 

Paradoxically, none of these presi- 
Gents had a plan to win the war. They 
were trapped between their. fear of 
being blamed for the fall of Vietnam 
and widening the war so much it 
might bring in China or the Soviet 
Union. 

So each did only the minimum nec- 
essary not to lose it during his tenure 
in the White House. The nibbled the 
bullet rather than bit it. 

The strategic initiative. was left to 
Hanoi, which calculated that in a war 
of attrition, America would eventual- 


ly lose patience. 

Much of this might have bee 
avoided if Americans had realized 
Vietnam had a 2,000-year history of 
battling for its independence against 
China, France and Japan and that for 
many Vietnamese, Ho Chi Minh was 
the legitimate inheritor of this tradi- 
tion. The Saigon government never 
had this appeal to nationalism. 

But it is also clearer now that, 
much as Washington claimed, Hanoi 
was instrumental in organizing the 
Vietcong in the south and began infil- 
trating regular North Vietnamese 
army units into the south in 1964, 
before Johnson sent U.S. troops there. 

‘The critical turning point -in the 


war may have been the communists’ 
Tet Offensive in 1968. We now know 
that Hanoi expected it would cause 
the collapse of Saigon. In fact, the 
opposite happened.

‘In 1975, Saigon collapsed in panic 
after a communist. attack that waa’ | 
intended only to be preliminary to a | 
full scale offensive a year later. 

A decade later, the trauma of Viet- | 
nam is still with us. It has created | 
doubts about U.S. power and how and | 
when to use it. j 

But the lessons of Vietnam are | 
unclear. What should have been done? 

Perhaps the one clear message is 
that the United States cannot go to 
war without popular support, as 
retired General Frederick C. Weyand, 
the last American commander in 
Vietnam, once wrote. 

“There is no such thing as a splen- 
did little war,” he said. “War is death 
and destruction... The Army must 
have the price of involvement clear 
before we get involved, so that Amer- 
ica can weigh the probable cost of 
involvement against the dangers of 
non-involvement. For there are worse

things than war.”

the 10 most popular vegeta- 
bles in the U.S. — Amer- 
icans eat a whopping 82.8 
pounds per person each year, 
according to latest available 
figures. 

Tomatoes are a distant second, 
with 30.9 pounds per person con- 
sumed annually. Lettuce places 
third at 23.8 pounds. 

Rounding out the top 10, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, are: sweet corn (13.7 
pounds), cucumbers (11.6 pounds), 
onions (9.2), cabbage (8.8), carrots 
nae snap beans (7.7) and celery 
(7.2)

POTATOES have high nutrition 
but relatively few calories. A me- 
dium potato contains only about 100 
calories, about the same as a banana 
or large apple. 

But it’s rich in the B vitamins 
niacin and B6, as well as iron, cop- 
per, iodine and fiber. 

A medium potato also provides 
about one-third as much vitamin C 
as an orange. 

TOMATOES are a good source of 
potassium, yet one tomato has only 
35 calories and provides nearly one- 
half the vitamin C and one-fifth the 
vitamin A we require each day. 

LETTUCE is a good source of 
fiber. In addition, a serving of dark 
green lettuce — the most nutritious 
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kind — provides 10 percent of our 
daily requirements of vitamins A 
and C. 

SWEET CORN isn’t particularly 
rich in any nutrient, but it does pro- 
vide some vitamin A and also is a 
source of fiber. 

CUCUMBERS are a good snack 
for the weight-conscious — there 
are only 55 calories in one pound. 
They’re also rich in vitamin C. You 
should always serve them with the 
peel on because it contains vitamin 
A and iron. 

ONIONS contain calcium, phos- 
phorus, iron and vitamins A and C, 
as well as the B vitamins thiamine, 
riboflavin and niacin. An average- 
size onion contains fewer than 50 
calories. 

CABBAGE aids digestion and 
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helps clean the teeth and gums 
when eaten raw. One-half cup of 
freshly shredded cabbage has only 
12 calories — but provides more 
than 50 percent of your daily re- 
quirement of vitamin C. 

CARROTS provide a wealth of 
vitamin A. 

One medium carrot, for example, 
contains 15,000 units of vitamin A 
— three times the RDA. 

SNAP BEANS aren’t outstanding 
in any particular nutrient, but are 
good for dieters because one pound 
contains only 123 calories. 

CELERY is ideal nibbling food, 
with only seven calories in an eight- 
inch stick. 

In addition, it contains vitamins 
Cand A.
